•  KEEP  SURVEY  RODS,  IRRIGATION  PIPES  OR 
OTHER  LONG  OBJECTS  WELL  AWAY  FROM 
POWER  LINES. 

•  LOCATE  ALL  UNDERGROUND  PIPE  LINES. 
CABLES.  AND  OVERHEAD  LINES  BEFORE 
STARTING  CONSTRUCTION.  NOTIFY  THE 
COMPANY. 

•  PROTECT  WORKERS  IN  TRENCHES  BY 
SHORING  OR  SLOPING.  PILE  SOIL  A  SAFE 
DISTANCE  FROM  TRENCH  EDGE.  PLACE 
PIPE  IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  EXCAVATION. 

•  USE  A  QUALIFIED  BLASTER.  ALERT  ALL 
PERSONS  IN  VICINITY  OF  BLASTING 
WORK. 

•  THOROUGHLY  CHECK  AREAS  COVERED 
WITH  HEAVY  VEGETATION  BEFORE  START- 
ING CONSTRUCTION. 

•  WEAR  PROTECTIVE  CLOTHING  SUCH  AS 
HARD  HATS.  SAFETY  SHOES.  COLORED 
VESTS.
